There was some solar flare activity today, but it's effects on our 
geomagnetic field (if any) won't be felt until monday, so it's nota 
factor for QRP AFIELD tomorrow (saturday) 


The solar flux today (friday) is 158 ... high enough to support good 
propagation on 20, 15 and 10M saturday. 10M may not be open until local 
noon, depending on when the MUF reaches/exceeds 28MHz. 


The geomagnetic field is still rather disturbed, producing active to 
minor storm levels today. The K index has been at 3 for most of friday, 
and is expected to be at 2 to 3 saturday. This will cause noisy 
conditions on 40M during the day. 


Let me clarify some confusion my posts seem to be generating from the 
email I get. 


When our geomagnetic field is disturbed, it produces huge electrical 
currents, which we hear as high noise levels, static, and static crashes. 
It's effects kick in around 10MHz, certainly on 40M, and gets worse the 
LOWER in frequency you go. Thus, geomagnetic disturbances effect the 


LOWER HAM BANDS ... 40M and below. The solar flux plays little role in 
what 40M does. That's why it's "open" day and night, year around, active 
sun or quiet sun ... except for a major/severe geomagnetic storm. 


The higher the solar flux, the higher the ionization to our E and F 
layers. This effects propagation paths by changing the "reflectivity" of 
the E and F layers. This, in turn, raises the MUF (maximum usable 


frequency). Thus, the solar flux is what determines what conditions you 
will experience on 20M and ABOVE (like 15 and 10M). Above 20M, 
geomagnetic disturbances have little effect. During very active 
geomagnetic conditions, such as a major storm, it can bleed into 20M. So 
20M is the ham band that is strongly effected by BOTH the solar flux and 
the geomagnetic field (A and K indexes). 


So for QRP AFIELD, with a good solar flux right now and uncertainties as 

to how disturbed our magnetic field will be tomorrow, it means that 20M, 

15M and 10M will provide plenty of good contacts for low power work, with 
20M being perhaps a bit noisy, and 40M very "iffy" during daylight hours. 
I would not depend on 40M only to make contacts, but by utilizing any of 

the higher bands (20M or above), you should do well.

I have used an L network with the same WW2 surplus roller inductor 

for my entire ham career (35 yrs.) I haven't found anything that it 
couldn't load, though adjustment can get touchy. The inductor is the 
series element. I have built several 

other tuners, but most of them showed noticeable losses compared to the 
old standby. 


The advantages of an L network are that there are very few parts to cause 
loss, and that there is only one combination of L and C that will produce a 
match. When used with the inductor as the series element, it forms a low 
pass filter. About the only thing easier to build is a light bulb powered by 
a battery. It is also easy to understand intuitively, which fact is 
partially responsible for the sense of well-being that washes over me 

when I tune the arrangement. Even at the most larcenous swap meet you should 
be able to find all the parts for one of these for under $30. 


Mine is mounted on a piece of plexiglas, with L, C and a few terminal posts. 


Everything is visible and touchable and it looks very "radioish," though 

not very modern. It is not shielded. It is dangerous. 

The inductor has about 28uH max and I clip in either a 1000pF or 50pF variable C. 
I can clip in additional fixed C as well. Currently I feed it from the transmitter 
with a 3' bnce coax cable wound ten times through a big ferrite toroid. 

This is a kinda balun. 35' of 450 ohm twinlead connects to the hi-z 

end of the L and common and goes out to a 85 ft dipole fed in the center. 

The system works on all ham bands below 6m. Tuner common is "floating" in 

this configuration. This I found to work much 

better than putting the balun after the tuner, a configuration 

that violates several "rules" and which caused the toroid 

to get hot when 100W was put through the system at 80 and 160m.

I purchased a used HQ-1 mini-quad for a very low price about 1983. I had 
to order a full set ($30) of spokes, since they were all missing. I have 
been using it on a city lot since that time, mounted on a TV antenna mast 
at 24 feet height. The reports that an equal-height dipole works better 
may very well be correct, but don't overlook a mini-beam if you are short 
on space. 


My DXCC totals, mostly on this antenna - mostly cw - are: 
QRO 100 watts maximum - 264 worked/250 confirmed 
QRP 4 watts maximum - 201 worked/190 confirmed 


My only other antenna, mostly used for 40 meters, is a 40/20 dipole at 18 
feet. Most of the really long range contacts have been on 20 meters, using 
the mini-quad. 


My Ridgecrest QTH is at the bottom of a broad, flat desert valley - 
someone's sense of humor? The mini-quad has held up well in the strong 
desert winds, although I've had to replace a couple of plastic pieces with 
PVC pipe. Generally, you can't detect signal peaking as you rotate the 
antenna through the other station's heading, an indication of low gain. 
However, it is usually better than the low dipole for making contacts on 
20, 15, and 10. 


Is it high performance? No. 
Does it have a narrow bandwidth? Yes 
Does it work? Yes, it's done fine for me!

I too have used the HQ-1 minibeam (the "hybrid quad" version). I found it 
at a hamfest for $30 (I had to replace some bent aluminum tubing). The 
guy I got it from said his buddy (an SK) had it up on his chimney for 
years and worked lots of DX. I mounted it on a step ladder in the back 
yard in a vertical orientation and it worked amazingly well. The coils 
are very well made and since the loading is at the very end of the 
elements I have the feeling (but no proof other than some good DX logged 
with it) that it is fairly efficient. Like all high Q antennas, it helps 
to keep it away from other objects. It would be an interesting exercise 
to model it on EZNEC etc. I plan to put it up again and may modify it to 
work 20/17/15 since this solar cycle doesn't seem to be getting the MUF 
up consistently for 10 meter openings. Note: the HQ1 works OK on 6 meters 
as well. I notice the Canadian outfit now selling the HQ-1 now has a 
version with WARC (17 and 12) band coverage.

Hi Dave and gang: 


Of course Dave is absolutely correct in pointing out my mis-use of 
"original SLV", i.e., the base coil version with wound twinlead, 
which is definitely not the antenna I am describing. The antenna 
which I built and tested is that described in QRPp, Summer 1998, 

page 12, paragraphs 2,3, and 4. The details correlate, i.e. twinlead, 
20 up, 14 down, cut 6-up etc. 


Simply put, I mis-read the narrative: 


"The SLX concept would soon emerge from limbo in a slightly 
modified format but for [the] same good reasons attributed to 
the original SLV." 


I took "the original SLV" to mean the antenna which had its format 
"slightly modified" from an unfinished product that had been in "limbo", 
i.e., work discontinued and resumed. I took this to mean the version of 
the antenna I built and tested since that reasonably fit the "slightly 
modified" description, and the base-loaded and wound version did not. 


A more appropriate name would have been "the original SLX", but I would 
have made that up myself. 


So, I apologize for this misnomer as it appears in the quiz and will 
appear in my article in the forthcoming QRP QUARTERLY. 


In the final analysis, this inquiry is about the concept and the numbers, 
not the names. It should be absolutely clear from the details that I give 
that I am dealing with the version of the "SLX" or "SLV" described in 

QRPp Summer 1998, p. 12. 


My only intention is to pursue the numbers and thereby provide the basis of 
informed choices for QRP'rs in the process of deciding about which 

antennas to use. In QRP, we use knowledge and skill to offset our sacrifice 

of power. The antenna is the key to success in QRP. Hence, measured and/or 
calculated data for antennas is inherently valuable and needs no justification.

Hello All: 


A few weeks back I put out a call for an old, obsolete 


Motorola audio amplifier IC, an MFC4000B. I need 

it to restore my 25+ year old 80/40 meter, home-brew 
QRP transceiver. A number of responses came in 
suggesting other IC's, but those would have required 
some pretty radical changes to a radio I was trying 
to leave intact. Regardless, I do appreciate all of 
those ideas. 


Well, I now have one old MFC4000B in my possession, 
and possibly another on its way. The part number 
struck a chord with Gary, N7IR, and he remembered 
using something like it back in the 70's in a VHF 
receiver design. He sent me the small Vector board 
containing the part and I received it today and indeed 
it is the real McCoy. So now I have one in hand - 
thanks to Gary. 


Now here is the story about the other one: Stephen, 
KG8IH, did a search on Alta Vista and located a 
Netherlands web site 

(http://www. stuutenbruin.com/linea/lineair30.html ) 
that had 30+ pages listing 

various IC numbers, and one contained the MFC4000 (no 
"B"). He gave me site detaiks, but also informed me 
that the information was in Dutch (or Afrikaans). 
Searching throughtheunfamilar language I eventually 
came upon their email address, and sent them a message 
(in English) requesting information about their 
MFC4000. 


Fortunately, someone at the company speaks very good 
English, and they informed that had a MFC4000, 

but it was a Motorola optocoupler! I thought it was 
pretty unlikely that Motorola would identify two 
completely different devices with the same number. So 
rather than giving up the lead, I gave their 

response a little more thought. It then occurred to me 
that both the MFC4000B and many optocouplers 

share a common characteristic - four leads! Maybe the 
folks overseas just thought they had an 

optocoupler. 


Without any real way of knowing what they had ih their 
possession, I decided to make physical 

measurements of the unique package outline, and its 
leads, in millimeters. Noting that two of the leads 
are 

longer end-to-end than the others, I thought these 


measures might provide some clues. I also descibed the 
marking in detail to them. 


Lo and behold today, the company wrote back saying the 
dimensions and markings matched (except for 

the "B" which was missing) their devices. They also 
informed that a part had been mailed today and I am 

to remit payment upon receipt (all the cost details 
had been discussed in a previous email). I'll bet they 


have a whole pile of audio amplifiers that they 
thought were optocouplers! 


Well it looks like an old Motorola IC is coming back 
home to Arizona after all these years. It will be nice 
to have a spare (hopefully) in case I ever need 
another. 


The help rendered by the group here on the QRP-L 
reflector is, I think, unique. It is really a pretty 
considerate group indeed. Hopefully I will have the 
old transceiver back on 40 and 80 meters this fall; 
pumping out its mighty 1.5 watts.

So for QRP AFIELD, with a good solar flux right now and uncertainties as 

to how disturbed our magnetic field will be tomorrow, it means that 20M, 

15M and 10M will provide plenty of good contacts for low power work, with 
20M being perhaps a bit noisy, and 40M very "iffy" during daylight hours. 
I would not depend on 40M only to make contacts, but by utilizing any of 

the higher bands (20M or above), you should do well.

Bottom line: SPEND SOME SERIOUS TIME ON 10 & 15!!!) !!!tbtrd! 

In the past several QRP events, these bands have been pretty much devoid 
of signals in spite of being open. The few stations I have found were 
much stronger on 10 & 15 than on 20. 

In the QRP Afield today, I would suggest starting on 15M and trying 10M 
frequently. 20M will still be open for the final hours. For the Sunday 
bonus though, I suspect that 20M will be THE band at least until near the 
end.

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

Last weekend I completed a project that I've had hanging around for a while. 
I realize that we beat this one almost to death a year or more ago, but I'm 
posting this mostly for those who weren't around at the time. I'm speaking 
of the NorCAl paddle kit. 


For those who haven't seen this collection of metal and screws, this was a 
true kit project...not just an assembly job. The metal base came as a piece 
rough billet. This thing had saw marks where it was lopped off the bigger 
hunk and had what I can only describe as a black "rind" on one side and two 
edges. The brass paddle arms and contact posts were cut from brass and were 
also pretty rough. As did most of the masochists who purchased the kit, I 
smoothed the steel base by spending 30 or so hours at the workbench moving 
this billet back and forth over finer and finer pieces of sandpaper until 
the thing was mirror smooth. I hand sanded the brass parts until the saw 
marks were out, then spend several hours with a Dremel tool polishing wheel 
and jeweler's rouge until the brass parts were shiny and bright. Then I put 
the whole thing away for about a 1 1/2 years while I completed a move to my 


present location. 


Last weekend I found the steel base. It had a few shallow rust spots. Then 
I located the rest of the parts. I went back to the workbench for a few 
hours and repolished the steel base, though I seem to have lost some 
"anality" and didn't bother to get it to mirror perfection as before. I 
also got out the Dremel tool and jeweler's rouge and repolished the brass. 

I sprayed the steel base with several coats of clear lacquer and baked the 
base in a 150 degree oven to get a good hard finish. Then I did the 
assembly, which was the easiest part of the whole experience. My key is 
finished! I now have a good feeling, good looking set of paddles that I 
built myself. 


The point of all this is that the NorCal paddle kit exposed me to some 
techniques and taught some skills that I would probably never have learned. 
I had never before tried to polish brass with jeweler's rouge, nor have I 
had the experience of grinding rough steel to a work of art by hand. The 
amount of labor required to do a nice job on this kit makes me wonder how 
many of these paddle kits are out there in some unfinished state just 
waiting to be put together and make code. I should note that there were a 
few purists who put this kit together raw and unfinished and apparently were 
quite satisfied with their handiwork...obviously, they also failed the 
pea-under-the-mattress test.

It would probably charge up pretty quick if you didn't do anything to limit 
the charging rate. But it could be a bit scary if the voltage on you van's 
system (engine running) is higher than the fully charged voltage of your 
little battery. Maybe since the battery is the same type (lead-acid) and 
same number of cells as your van's battery, you'll be OK. I guess that's 
what you're thinking. 


I'd kind of like to have a way to monitor the current and control it, 
myself. I like the old trick of a small voltage series light bulb. Its a 
current limiter, current indicator and fuse. Burns bright when you are 
discharged and dim when you're fully charged. But it probably wouldn't be 
good for fast charging. 


I've about talked myself into the idea that you're going to be OK with your 
straignt jumpering method. I hope your little battery is vented and you'll 
keep an eye on it while charging. See that it isn't getting real hot or 
doing other scary stuff.

Hello gang, 


I salvaged an 8 m piece of Ethernet cable that was left over from an 
computer network installation job. All in all it contained 8 separate 
twisted pairs in two bundles that were shielded with aluminium foil with 
a bare ground wire running inside the aluminium sheath. 


I've kept only the twisted pairs with the intention of using them as a 
light-weight balanced feed-line for an all-band doublet for field use. 
It's pretty light, too! 


I haven't done any measurements on these twisted pairs, but considering 
the fact that Ethernet signals are HF, I have some hope it isn't too bad 
as a feed-line. Of course there isn't much air between the wires and the 
impedance won't be as high as 450 Ohm. 


I wonder if anybody tried twisted pairs as a balanced feed-line of 
otherwise has any knowledge about this stuff (Zo, loss)? 


If it isn't good enough as feed-line, I can always use it for gimmick 
coupling caps, can't I .... ;-)
